Terror Seen Possible Death Cause 
As Doctors Deny Kathy Strangled 


SAN MARINO, Cal.—(4#)—Tiny 
Kathy Fiscus’ own fright at her 
plunge down an abandoned 200- 
foot well may have brought her 
death, surgeons said yesterday. 

In a preliminary autopsy report, 
three doctors from the coroner’s 
staff yesterday blamed suffocation 
in the tragedy which had much 
of the world watching anxiously 
for more than two days. 

Deputy County Coroner Victor 
Wallace said the report definitely 
eliminates strangulation by a 
rope tossed to her aid as a cause 
of death, and apparently rules 
_ ‘siemens in a musty old water 
well. 

The surgeon emphasized that 
their report will not be official 
until after laboratory tests which 
may require four days. Meanwhile, 
the little three-year-old tow-head 
whose body was recovered from 
the 100-foot level of a 14-inch 
metal casing, will have been laid 
to rest in her grandparent’s home 
town of Chula Vista, near San 


“There were no broken bones, 
nor was her skull fractured,” said 
Wallace after scanning the find- 
ings of Dr. Frederick Newbarr, 
Chief Autopsy Surgeon, and two 
assistants, Drs. Harry L. Deutsch 
and Victor Cefalu. 

Asked if Kathy’s own texror 
coulg have caused her to suffo- 
cate, the doctors said it was pos- 
sible, but difficult to determine 
definitely. If her body, jacknifed 
in the casing, cut off all oxygen 
from above, that in itself would 
suffocate her, they pointed out. 

“There was no evidence of 
drowning, Wallace continued. 
“Had she drowned there would 
have been water in her stomiach. 
There was none. We firmly be- 
lieve that a microscopic examina- 
tion of the brain, heart, lungs and 
other vital organs will confirm 
the findings of the autopsy. 

“There was no evidence of any 
rope raving been around either 
her neck or torso,” he said.

WASHINGTON — (7) — Navy 
physicians said yesterday James 
V. Forrestal, recently retired Sec- 
retary of Defense, is suffering 
from “occupational fatigue” which 
is “directly the result of excessive 
work during the war and post- 
war years.” 

They said he needs rest, and 
that he is progressing satisfactorily 
at the Naval Medical Center at 
near-by Bethesda, Md. 

Forrestal, whois 57, has been a 
patient at Bethesda for 10 days 
He was flown there from Florida, 
‘where he had gone after turning 
over his Cabinet position to Louis 
Johnson. 

R. Adm. N. L. Pugh, Deputy 
Chief of the Navy Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, told reporters 
that fatigue such as Forrestal is 
suffering from affects the victims 
both physically and mentally. 

Pugh said, however, that he has 
talked with Forrestal and the for- 
mer Defense Chief “talked very 
rationally.” 

Capt. B. W. Hogan, Acting Medi- 
ca’ Officer in Command of Bethes- 
da, issued a bulletin which had 
the appPoval of R. Adm. Clifford 
A. Swanson, Chief of the NBMS. 

Hogan said medical tests have 
been completed. He said Forres- 
tal in recent weeks lost 25 pounds, 
and he continued: | 

“He has a neuromuscular weak- 
ness characteristically .seen in 
states of exhaustion. 

“His condition is directly the 
result of excessive work during 
the war and postwar years.” 

Earlier, Rep. John Rankin, Dem- 
ocrat, Mississippi, had told the 
House that Forrestal is “a very 
sick man and probably delirious 
at times.”

Rescue workers lowered a line 
50 feet into the rusty old well 
casing and shouted instructions to 
Kathy. They told her to grab the 


pulled. They thought they felt a 
tug at the other end, and then, 
gently, they pulled upward. The 
noose dangled empty as it came 
out. 

Kathy apparently slipped farther 

down the well casing while she 
was trying to comply with instruc- 
tions to grab the rope. 

A rubber ball was lowered on a 
string. It stopped at 87 feet. The 
ball came up dry. Rescuers were 
buoyed by the belief that at least 
there was no water at the level 
where Kathy was lodged. 

But early Sunday they encoun- 
tered a sandy formation in the 
rescue tunnel] and water rushed in 
to halt the operations for hours. 

Kathy was dead in the water. 
But feverish rescue efforts con- 
tinued until 8:58 o’clock Sunday 
night, when a physician announced 
to the crowd of 15,000 onlookers 
that the little girl was dead; that 
all the heroic efforts of those who 
had battled sand, hardrock and 


the prayers of a sorrowful nation 
and the hopes of thousands abroad 
were unanswered. 

There weren’t many on hand 
when Sandhog Yancey, one of the 
many sweating heroes of the oper- 
ation, was hauled up out of the 
rescue shaft. He clutched the taut 
line with both hands, and hugged 
to his chest was the limp body of 
Kathy, wrapped in a gray blanket. 

Kathy’s funeral will be held at 
is at, Mm ee in near-by 
Alhambra. 

It was, as a construction engi- 

eer put it, “the kind of a rescue 
job you vouldn’t buy with money.’ 
But on the basis of two days 
and three nights of work, it was 
the kind of a job that would bring 
about $250,000.

Would Lodge Vote Plan Hurt the GOP? 


3 WASHINGTON—Opposition to the proposal for changing our antiquated electoral college system 
is being raised on the score that it would “tie a noose” around the Republican Party and eventually 
destroy the GOP as an effective political organization. It is interesting to examine the grounds on 


which opponents base their attack. 

At the outset, however, it seems appropriate 
to point out that the leading sponsor of the con- 
stitutional amendment to modernize our out- 
moded methods of electing a President is Sen. 
Harry Cabot Lodge, Republican, Massachusets. 
He has joined with three members of his own 
party and six Democrats in proposing the amend- 
ment. That alone should be evidence enough 
that the measure is in no way designed to do 
injury to the GOP. 

Already the House Judiciary Committee, by 
a one-sided vote, has reported out the proposed 
amendment, but it is meeting some hard sail- 
ing before the comparable Senate Committee. 
Before the amendment is adopted it must be 
passed by a two-thirds majority vote in both

A Boulder . 
And a Tree 


I don’t know when a “lead” to an article has 
ms } struck me as being so overwhelming in its logic 

j as that encountered in a recent New York Times 

magazine article by Raymond B. Fosdick, nationally known min- 
ister and writer. It began: 

“When the last glacier retreated northward from what is 
now Connecticut, it left behifid, as mementos of its visit, great 
boulders of rock which are~now strewn lavishly across the 
‘State. Several of them, as large as a corncrib and many 
tons in weight, were deposited on my farm, and for 15 years 
I have watched one of them fight a losing battle with an ash 
tree. The tree evidently started in a seed lodged in a tiny 
pocket in the top of the rock. When I first saw it, it was a 
sturdy sapling that had made for itself a comfortable crevice 
for its roots. Today its irresistible growth has torn the mas- 
Sive rock into fragments. 

“This is the law of life. The future belongs not to rigid 
absolutes, whether they are primal rocks or unyielding social 
arrangements, but to the thing that can grow, whether it is 
a tree or a democracy. 

“Tt is strange that a principle as familiar as this should 
today need underscoring, but we are living in years of un- 
certainty and fear, and fear induces a kind of spiritual astig- 
matism. To be sure, in our generation we have reason for 
our fears, and every justification to resist the threat that 
creates them. But I am thinking of fear as an evil in itself 
and what it does to human emotions and reactions. 

“For one thing, fear breeds an instinctive hostility to 
growth, because growth means change, and in anxious hours 
men tend to cling to the shelter of the present or to put their 
faith in nostalgia for the past. But history’s current is sweep- 
ing us into the future and we cannot stand still, nor is there 
now any place left to go back to. The illusion that security 
can be found in immobility, or that safety is dependent upon 
the absence of change, is perhaps the most dangerous form 
of imbalance which plagues the minds of men.” 

I believe that. Exactly that. 


ee By coincidence it appeared in the same week that 
Coincident there met in Dothan, Ala., the embattled Dixie- 
crats, and in Macon and Atlanta, Ga., the Brooklyn Dodgers played 
exhibition games in which their two Negro players participated 
without incident, save for applause which the Georgia-born Negro, 
Jackie Robinson, called “his greatest thrill.”

Indeed, if greatly desired 
States’ rights are lost, as they well may be, they will disappear 
because of the Dixiecrat element which struck the South a vital 
blow by confusing States’ rights with human rights in the nar- 
row racial field and, worse, by identifying civil rights with specific 
legislation. Indeed, the great trouble with States’ rights pti | is 
that the issue has been distorted and confused with legislative 
bills. These bills, many proposed and not even introduced, have 
little likelihood of passing. The Dixiecrats, standing for wrongs, 
have made it difficult to preserve rights. 


Op iti The South cannot be opposed to civil rights. It 
pos} 10n thay oppose, when and if legislation aetually is 
introduced, certain forms and parts of civil rights legislation. But 
if an antilynch bill can be written which is constitutional, can any 
Southerner oppose it? Can any American say, he opposes any con- 
stitutional measure which has for its purpose the further protect- 
ing of life and property? Some of the antilynch legislation proposed 
has been so punitive and ill-advised as to be obviously unconstitu- 
tional. We have opposed it. But if a constitutional measure is 
created, how can it harm a hair of our most delicate tradition? Cer- 
tainly the poll tax ought to be eliminated as a prerequisite to vot- 
ing. The States olght to do it themselves. If they don’t, and it 
is constitutional for the Federal Government to act, what possible’ 


objection. can there be? 


FEPC We have violently opposed the FEPC (Fair Employment 
| Practices Commission) as proposed. We always will. It 
included bureaucratic, coercive, police power. It is unworkable 
and wrong. We believe it already defeated, and it is not yet before 
Congress. Fifteen States have defeated coercive, FEPC legislation. 
But here in the South, with an industrial revolution rushing toward 
us, could there be any objection to a Labor Department committee 
which had the power to conciliate, recommend and arbitrate, as 
the conciliation service has been doing for years in labor disputes? 
We can have a boom only if all our people work. 
If these be civil rights, are they wrong? 


B kl The Brooklyn club played its games in Georgia. The 
TOOKIYN two Negroes were just two ballplayers, accepted 
by their associates in the field of professional sport. Any associa- 
tion off the field would come under the head social association 
and that, if course, is a matter for the individual. The point is, 
there was no social equality in playing baseball for hire. The bitter 
truth is that too many Southerners look upon a Negro’s chance 
to have a job as “social equality,” which it is not. There ought 
to be a lesson in it for us. 


Dr. Fosdick also said: 
“Today the conception of freedom is once again taking 
on a larger meaning. Our generation is thinking of the threat 

to freedom which comes from poverty and insecurity, from 

sickness and the slum, from social and economic conditions 

in which human beings cannot be free. In many countries, 

including our own, this new conception of freedom is strug- 

gling to make itself articulate, and irresistible change in 
older points of view is taking place before our eyes. | 
“Democracy is another conception which must also be re- 
interpreted from generation to generation. It is government 
by the people and for ve | people, but its limits were not final- 
ly determined by the political concepts of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Rather, it is a growing, dynamic faith, a perpetually 
evolving adjustment between freedom apd justice, between 
individual rights and the demands of society. This adjust- 
ment, however, is never perfectly and finally attained; it 
remains a problem which mankind must solve again and 
again. ‘It is provided in the very essence of things,’ said 

Walt Whitman, ‘that from any fruition of success, no mat- 

ter what, shall come forth something to make a greater 

struggle necessary.’ ”’ 

The choice of Dothan as a Dixiecrat meeting place was very 
fitting. It was at Dothan that Joseph’s brothers, who hated Joseph, 
calling him an idealist and a dreamer, sought to hold back the 
future, by planning first to lynch him and later, changing their 
minds, by selling him into slavery.

GOP Policy Group Is Almost Set 


WASHINGTON—Republican Congressional leaders this week will announce the ap- 
pointment of six members to the new GOP National Policy and Program Corkmittee. 
This committee is scheduled to get under way formally at a party conference that meets 
here April 24. Establishment of the committee was ordered at the turbulent National Re- 


The six Congressional members will be di- 
vided equally between the House and Senate. 
The Senate members have been designated, ,but 
those of the House have not as yet. 

The three Senators are Owen Brewster of 
Maine, Hugh Butler of Nebraska, and Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts. 

Rep. Joseph W. Martin, House Republican 
leader, will select the three committee mem- 
bers from his chamber. Martin has told me 
that he will not be a member. He also stated 
that the only appointee he has definitely de- 
cided on is Rep. Leonard Hall of New York, 
Chairman of the House Republican Campaign 
Committee. 


From another authoritative source it was 


learned that the other two House members 
Martin has under consideration are Reps. Leslie 
Arends of Illinois and Charles Halleck of In- 
diana, GOP whip. 

“In addition to the six Congressional mem- 
bers, the National Policy Committee will also 
consist of three State chairmen and two mem- 
bers of the Republican Finance Committee. The 


publican Committee Conference in Omaha, Neb., last January. 


State Chairmen will be Whitney Gilliland of 
Iowa, Edward Shattuck of California, and Mrs. 
Jane Todd of New York. The Representatives 
of the Finance Committee will be Thomas Cole 
man of Wisconsin and Arthur Summerfield of 
Michigan. 


A suggested plan for an interim Repub- 
lican “convention” has been squelched by 
GOP Congressional leaders. Sen. Robert A.

_thorization by Congress expires June 30. 


Two things are necessary to continue the 
fund and the work: 

1. An extension of the authorization for 
matching by other nations. 

2. An authorization by Congress te per- 
mit contributions from private sources te be 
accepted for matching purposes. 


If the latter were done, some $11,000,000 in 


private contributions in all parts of the world 
would immediately become available to release 
some $27,000,000 of our funds. Prompt action is 
necessary as considerable advance planning is 
required to gather and distribute supplies where 
needed. 

The plan is to offer an amendment to the 
ECA Bill when it is taken up by the House to 
extend the matching authorization to June 30, 
1950, and to permit acceptance of private con- 
tributions for matching purposes. This will pre 
sent the issue directly to Congress. 


Among other things, the Children’s Fund 
program now provides a glass of milk a day 
for 4,000,000 children in Europe; supplies 
raw materials to be processed by the re- 
cipient country into shoes, blankets and oth- 
er necessities for 10,000,000 more; co-oper- 
ates with the world health organization to 
help Government tests for tuberculosis, 
which is very prevalent among ghildren, 
and to vaccinate 100,000,000 children 
throughout the world against tuberculosis; 
establishes as training courses for doctors, 
nurses and social] workers in child health, 
and arranges for imports of milk-conserva- 
tion machinery. 


This is not only a humanitarian project but 
it is also helpful to us politically in cultivating 
good will, for the Children’s Fund operates free- 
ly in Eastern European countries in Russia’s or- 
bit behind the Iron Curtain, and with continuous 
publicity there about the great contribution that 
the United States is making to this United Na- 
tions’ venture.

The Ladies Have Funny Ideas!

It is having trouble keep- 
ing its eyes open. Soam I. The same people are making the same arguments, pro and con, 
and passing around the same samples and, as Sen. J. W. Fulbright, of Arkansas, said, there 
simply isn’t anything new to say on the subject. He then spent one hour explaining the 


situation.

T. Truitt, President of the National Association 
of Margarine Manufacturers, whose group has 
arguing since the Gay Nineties for the 
chance to compete with butter on an even keel. 
ew ged it looks as though they may win their 


So ‘let’s forget the battle and listen to 
Truitt about some of the facts of margarine 
life. Years ago, he said, he and his association 
figured if they couldn’t lick the 10-cents-per- 
pound tax on yellow margarine, maybe they 
could persuade the people to eat it white. 
This was an utter fizzle. 


“We learned that you never can tamper with 
the eating habits of human beings,” he said. “We 
had to give that up.” 

So the margarine boys began putting in col- 
oring powders with every pound. Nine years ago 

Leo J. Peters, the Chicago inventor, came up 
with the capsule of color to be kneaded into 
the margarine inside a plastic package. No fuss, 
no ntuss, he said. The industry ignored him for 
nearly seven years, when the Cudahy Packing 
Company tried his system. It was an instant 
success. 


Cudahy’s business boomed, other manufac- 
turers were forced to adopt the capsule-squeezing 
_ system, and Peters became a wealthy man. 


“But the industry never has approved of 
the idea,” Truitt said. “For one thing, a Pe- 
ters package with capsule costs 2 1-2 cents. 
Putting the margarine into the sack costs 
another 2 1-2 cents. And the extra nickel 
has to be charged to the housewife for the 
privilege of not getting grease on her hands.” 


Truitt said that wasn’t all. Margarine _— 
out of the machine creamy and ready to 
spread on the bread. But to get it into a can 


patent package it has got to be melted so it 
can be poured. This does something to the 
emulsion, Truitt added, and sometimes lowers 
the quality of the ultimate product. 


Some of the world’s best margarine is 
made in England from whale oil. Truitt said 
his membérs never even attempted to use 
that, because they figured the very words, 
whale oil, on the package would keep most 
ladies from buying it. 


“Ladies have funny ideas,” he said. “They 
don’t mind buying oil from the livers of cod- 
fish, but they refuse to have anything to do with 
whales,” 

Excellent margarine also could be made from 
coconut oil, but Truitt’s membership never has 
tinkered with that, either. 


“For political reasons,” he said. “We fear- 
ed that the picture of a palm tree on every 
package wouldn’t help sales, either, particu- 
larly in rural regions. Yes, farmers are ter- 
rific consumers of margarine. 


“Why, when I was a boy in Missouri, we sold 
the. butter from our farm and ate margarine. 
If I hadn’t milked the cows and ate margarine 
I never would have got through college.” 


He said nobody, except for a chemist with a 
well-equipped laboratory, can tell the difference 
between butter and margarine. Some margarine 
companies hold blindfold tests weekly. They 
nearly always~can tell by the taste the differ- 
ences between different brands of margarine, 
but almost never can tell any one brand from 
butter. This is because the flavor of butter 
varies more than does the flavor of margarine. 

And I thank you, Mr, T., for keeping me 
awake while the Senators listened.to the evi- 
dence they’ve been hearing as long as any of 
them can remember.

NEW YORK—tThe recent success of Winston Churchill’s

Rep. Robert H. Stanton, Jr., of 
Newton County, joined several of 
his colleagues yesterday in urging 
Gov.

He urged an increase in the 
price of automobile license tags as 
one way to help. 

Rep. Charles Smith, of Haral- 
son County, and Rep. Paul Hurt, 
of Polk County, also have urged 
legislative action in the crisis.

85 Fall Victims 
To Talmadge 


Ax, Gillis Says 


State Highway Director Jim 
Gillis disclosed yesterday that 85 
employees were lopped off the pay 
rolls of his department last week, 
as Gov. Talmadge renewed his 
drive for economy in all depart- 
ments of the State government. 

Gillis said published figures 
last week showing Highway De- 
partment employees had been in- 


creased by 296 since he took of- 
fice were misleading. 


He admitted that some new em- 
ployees have been added to the 
rolls, but estimated between 300 
and 350 had been dismissed since 
his administration began. Gillis 
said his department pay rolls in- 
cluded 2,221 salaried employees 
for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 
and only 2,093 for the quarter end- 
ing March 31, and is currently at 
2,202 for this quarter. 

Since he took office, the Direc- 
tor said, 50 “co-ordinators,” su- 
pervisors and inspectors have been 
let out. He said maintenance per- 
sonnel has been increased, how: 
ever, and that more highway 
maintenance and improvement 
work is going on throughout the 
State as a result. Additionally, 
Gillis said, 128 laborers formerly 
employed on an hourly basis have 
been added to the pay rolls on 
straight time, resulting in greater 
efficiency.

Lidice reported that abut thirty 
houses in the “new Lidice” will 
be ready for occupancy by Oct. 
< “if everything goes on sched- 
ule.” 


The society spokesman said most- 


out the new town had been com- 
pleted in 1948, with roads laid and 
drainage work “in the final 
stages.” He said 36 houses had 
been begun in 1948. By mid-Feb- 
ruary all had walls, ten were al- 
ready roofed, and bids had been 
asked for the final painting jobs. 


The new Lidice, located next 

door to the old site, which will be 
maintained as a permanet memo- 
rial, will have eventually a house 
for each of the women and or- 
phans who survived the Nazi mas- 
sacre and concentration camps, 
plus a few more for the older 
children as they grow up and 
arry.

2/7 Students 
Arrested in 
Campus strike 


NEW YORK — (4) — Twenty- 
seven demonstrators were taken 
into custody yesterday as about 
650 shouting students picketed the 


College of the City of New York 
campus. 

The striking students demand 
suspension and an open trial of 
two faculty members whom they 
accuse of anti-Semitism and racial 
discrimination. 


Sixteen of the arrested were 
charged with disorderly conduct 
and another, Martin Dubin, with 
assault. No charges were placed 
immediately aginst’ the others. 
Most of those arrested refused to 
move away from the entrance to 
college buildings, police said. 

Dubin was accused of slamming 
the door of a patrol car on a po- 
liceman’s hand and then twisting 
the injured fingers. 


Flurries of violence marked the 
early hours of the demonstration 
but police later reported it had 
quieted down. The pickets con- 
tinued to march but heeded po- 
lice orders not to block the doors 
c{ buildings.
